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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments would require that the examiner reconsider how the "recapture rule" applies to the 
amended claims and further if the Hu reference still applies. However, the objection under 37 CFR 1 .172(a), regarding the assignment 
question is withdrawn. Also the new declaration overcomes the 35 USC 251 rejection of claims 1-50, as being based on a defective 
reissue declaration. Since the amendments to the claims have not been entered the 35 USC 251 rejection of claims 22-50 as being an 
improper recapture of broadened subject matter stilt applies as does the 35 USC 102(e) rejection of claims 22 and 25-27 as being 
anticipated by Hu. 
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
